REMARKS 

Applicant is in receipt of the Office Action mailed March 25, 2003. 
Claims 12-27 were allowed. 

Claims 1-11 and 28 - 36 were rejected under Section 101 "because they simply 
recite a computer readable medium having computer executable instructions which are 
not executed by a computer system ". Applicant has amended these claims to recite that 
the computer program is executable by a computer system. Thus Applicant submits that 
these claims are allowable.
